THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Park Commissioners of the Town of Hopedale. 


The general work of the Park Commission for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1901, included setting out a border of trees” 
and shrubs on the playground, finishing up the planting on 
_ the Ballou lot, general oversight and work on the playground 
and Ballou Park, and a very material improvement of the 
property at the upper end of our river tract, Early in the 
year, the playground was surveyed for two ball grounds, 
which were fitted with home plates and bases, and a_ten- 
nis court was also laid out, and furnished with the best attain- 
able posts and net. Seats were later purchased for use both 
for this Park and the Ballou Park. A temporary band stand — 
was placed on the playground lot, it being understood that later 
on, when the necessary changes in grade are made, a perma- 
nent band stand will be located on the lot across the road. 
A list of Park regulations was prepared, with assistance of 
counsel, as follows :— 


Park REGULATIONS. 

1. Do not break plants, shrubs, or trees, or pluck flowers 
from them. 

2. Do not post or distribute circulars of any character 
within, or along the Park. 

3. The use of the ground for baseball, or other games, 
is governed by the regulations of the Park Board, and a 
license for such use of the grounds, on specified dates, will be 
required. 

4. No articles to be placed for exhibition or offered for 
sale or distribution, within the limits of, or adjacent to, the 
Park, except as expressly authorized by the Board. 

5. Public speeches or entertainments are not to be given 
without the direct authority of the Board. 

6. No intoxicating liquors are allowed upon the grounds, 
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and all persons appearing on the grounds in an intoxicated 
condition are subject to arrest. 

7. No profane or obscene language will be tolerated 
within, or adjacent to, the grounds, and all persons are warned 
against making any unseemly noise or disturbance of any 


character. 
8. Carriages are not allowed on the grounds.

It has given us great satisfaction to note the general pub- 
lic appreciation of the advantages allowed for public recrea- 
tion on the playground. The school children make daily,use 
_ of the property during school terms, the tennis court was well 
patronized, and ball games were quite frequent. The Field 
Day of the Hopedale employees would have been impossible 
without the conveniences allowed, and the band concerts have 
attracted citizens of neighboring towns, as well as our own 
population. We have been gratified to note that even on such 
occasions as the Fourth of July celebration, no perceptible 
damage has resulted to the shrubbery or other Park property. 

At the Upper Park, it was found that through a misunder- 
standing the original bridge was not placed sufficiently high 
to allow boats to pass under properly, so we have raised it 
materially. The Maroney grove, which includes the best 
tract of pine timber intown, has been cleaned up, and put into 
attractive shape for use by picnic parties. We have also 
started a roadway commencing at Hazel street and continuing 
over the new bridge, and through the woods to the Grafton & 
Upton railroad. While by no means a finished-way, this road 
is perfectly passable, and allows a drive of at least a mile 
within the Park boundaries. With the trolley cars running 
on the Grafton & Upton road, the public can easily reach ' this 
new territory from the western side. There are three good 
springs in the vicinity, and the general attractions of the en- 
vironment can only be appreciated by investigation. It was 
necessary to do considerable filling to raise the road leading to 
the bridge above the highwater line. Fortunately, there is an 
inexhaustible supply of good gravel near at hand. In laying 
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out the roadway, we found after placing it to the best advan- 
tage, that we encroached on the neighboring land belonging to 
Mr. Geo. A. Draper. The Commissioners have therefore pur- 
chased four and three-quarters acres from Mr. Draper, which 
gives us control of land amply sufficient for our purposes. 

In view of the general scarcity of game in our neighbor- 
hood, we have decided that it would be for the interest of all, 
hunters included, to make our large tract of river land a refuge 
for wild animals, so that they may have a better chance of 
continuing existence. A large number of signs have therefore 
been placed at various entrances, containing the following 
notice :— / 


NOTICE. 


All persons are forbidden toenter upon Park lands in the 
town of Hopedale for the purpose of shooting or trapping, un- 
der penalty of the law. 


A reward of ten dollars will be paid to any person fur- 
nishing information which leads to the arrest and conviction of 
any persons entering upon said premises for the purposes 
aforesaid. .

The Ballou lot fund, representing the surplus collected 
for the Ballou Memorial, was at first thought possibly inade- 
quate for the purpose intended, We are glad to report, there- 
fore, that the expense has only exceeded the amount collected 
by $17.60. | 

The suit with Mr. H. L. Patrick went by the spring ses- 
sion of the court. Since then our senior counsel, Mr. F. P. 
Goulding, has deceased. 

Our work for the next year will naturally be governed by 
the amount of our appropriation. Itis, of course, essential that 
the playground and Ballou lots be kept in proper order. 
Very possibly some additional changes will have to be made 
in the drainage system of the playground lot, to care for the 
surface water coming from the adjoining territory. The sec- 
tion immediately opposite the playground is more or less of an 
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eyesore at present, as we have wished to accommodate the 
Road Commissioners by allowing them use of the property 
for stone crushing purposes up to this present year. During 
the year a start should be made toward laying out a connected 
road, allowing passage from Northrop street around to Hope- 
dale street. The brook will undoubtedly have to be placed in 
a culvert, and quite a little grading ultimately arranged. The 
roadway will be for the general benefit of traffic, rather than 
for any immediate advantage to the Park, but it is an essential 
public improvement. We should like to continue our im- 
provement on the river property, opening it up for public use 
nearer the town center in the same manner as at the upper 
end. We understand that all such development must be grad- 
ual in character, and have no wish to incur any large ex- 
penses. We feel that our past expenditures have been of great 
advantage to the town, and shall be governed by the public 
expression of our voters as to the future outlay. We recom- 
mend an appropriation of $2500 for the ensuing year.

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VITAL STATISTICS. 


Extract from the Revised Laws of Massachusetts, Vol. I., 
Chap. 29. 

Section 8. Physicians and midwives shall on or before 
the fifth day of each month report to the clerk of each city or 
town a correct list of all children born therein during the pre- 
ceding month at whose birth they were present, stating the 
date and place of each birth, the name, if any, of the child, its 
sex and color, and the name, place of birth, and residence of 
the parents, the maiden name of the mother, and the occupa- 
tion of the father. If the child is illegitimate, the name of, 
and other facts relating to, the father shall not be stated, ex- 
cept at the request in writing of both father and mother, filed 
with the return. The fee of the physician or midwife shall be 
twenty-five cents for each birth so reported, which shall be 
paid by the city or town where the report is made, upon pre- 
sentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate from the 
city or town clerk, stating that said births have been properly 
reported to him. A physician or midwife who neglects to re- 
port such list on or before the fifteenth day of the month 
shall for each offence forfeit not more than twenty-five dol- 
lars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a birth 
in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk 
of the city or town in which such child is born.

The above report includes all bills belonging to the year 
1901, that have been rendered or that have been contracted 
for. The present report is the first one showing an entire 
year’s work with the present number of schools. 

During the past year important repairs have been made, 
including outside painting of the high school and Dutcher 
street buildings, and inside tinting and painting of the high — 
school and South Hopedale buildings. Nothing had been 
done in the way of repairing inside on these last two buildings 
for many years, and the work seemed a necessity. 

On April 12, 1901, occurred the death of Mr. Albert W. 
Ham. Mr. Ham was elected a member of the school commit- 
tee at the time of the incorporation of the town in 1886, and 
continued to serve the town in that capacity until his death. 
He was a gentleman of refined and genial spirit, interested in 
the advancement of every good cause, and, until stricken with 
the lingering illness which preceded his death, an active and 
intelligent member of the school board. 

By his death his associates feel that they have lost a 
valued co-worker, and the town an excellent citizen. 

Miss Harriet B. Sornborger was elected to fill the vacancy 
in the committee for the balance of the year. 

The report of the superintendent gives data in regard to 
the work of the schools. The total number of pupils enrolled, 
as shown by his table on this subject, is 307, exclusive of the 
kindergarten, compared with 265 in the year 1900. The 
average for the year being made from September 1st to June 
30th, however, the number shown is less than the actual num- 
ber now in the schools. There were 319 enrolled during the 
Fall term, and 45 in addition in the kindergarten, making 364 
in all. 

The high school has at present but three classes, owing to 
the fact that a 9th grade was introduced in the grammar 
course in the Fall of 1900, and no new class entered the high 
school that year. When the high school again has four classes 
this will add to the total number of pupils to that extent. 

We still have two grades in the upper grammar room, 
and it will be necessary to divide these and use the remaining 
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room in the Hopedale street building later on, when the in- 
creased number of pupils calls for it, which is very likely to 
be the case within a year or two. 

We recommend for the year 1902 an appropriation of 
$13,500, this to include transportation of children in the upper 
grammar grades from South Hopedale, supervision, and con- 
tinuation of the kindergarten.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


HE eighth annual report of the superintend- 
gent of schools is hereby presented. This re- 
port covers the school year September, 1900 
to June, 1901. 

The table on Page 19 gives in detail the 
facts which for convenience are here expressed 
in round numbers.

The above statistics present a gain over the previous year 
in total enrolment of 46, in per cent of attendance of 1-+- per 
cent, and a decrease of 10 in the number of tardy marks. 

A gain in the regularity and punctuality of attendance is 
gratifying. It indicates a general interest in the schools, tends 
towards the formation of good business habits, and records the 
presence of the children to receive the benefits of the school 
appropriation.. The attendance in the Hopedale schools was 
nearly four per cent above the state average for the year. 

Grade VII. has the best per cent of attendance, followed 
by Grades V., High School, VI., [X., and II. in the order 
named. The best record for punctuality is that of Grade LX., 
with vo tardy marks; Grades VIII. and VI. deserve commen- 
dation in this particular. 

The teachers have maintained a high standard in their 
work. They have evinced great interest in the individual pu- 
pil as well as in the general work of the class. 

To understand and to sympathize with the point of view 
held bv each child is a most valuable quality of the true 
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teacher. Itsprings from her personality, and finds surer ex- 
pression as she becomes better acquainted with the child’s en- 
vironment, the community and the home. A class of thirty- 
five as a maximum of children similar in age and attainment 
enables the teacher to devote herself effectively to this impor- 
tant side of her professional work. The personal influence of 
the teacher in the moral, mental, and physical development of 
the child is the most valuable and enduring element in educa- 
tion. Anantagonistic or indifferent attitude in the home or 
the community is a direct injury to the child. 

It is an obvious conclusion that not only should teachers 
of good character and broad sympathies be selected, but, when 
proven, they should be retained and cordially sustained, that 
our schools may receive the benefits that accrue from the inti- 
mate knowledge of the child and his environment that only 
time can give. 

The most appreciable feature of the year’s work has been 
the smoother movement under the new conditions, and the 
elaboration of details towards a closer adjustment. It has 
been a year of more definite accomplishment. 

The work in the high school has continued upon the same 
lines as the previous year. Our graduates stand well the test 
in higher institutions of learning. 

‘The plan of transporting the three highest grammar 
grades from South Hopedale to the Dutcher street school 
leaves mainly primary work in the South school. The South 
school teacher now has five classes, more than she can thor-— 
oughly prepare for each day, but even this condition is a great 
improvement over the eight or nine classes formerly in the 
school. No one teacher, however competent, can successfully . 
conduct the work of a school containing eight distinct classes or 
grades. The South Hopedale people are to be congratulated that 
the town is willing to expend relatively more per capita upon 
their grammar scholars that those pupils may enjoy the same 
advantages as the children of the central schools. 

The ninth year is proving a distinct advantage. It gives 
a better fitting for life to those who leave school at the close of 
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the grammar course, and also adds to the maturity and prepa- 
ration of candidates for the high school. 

The following is an outline of the ninth-year work, with 
the approximate time devoted aca the scholars to each group of 
subjects:—

The above schedule shows the time each subject receives; all 
subjects are more or less correlated, e. g., some of the history 
and science time is necessarily devoted to oral reading and 
written composition connected with those subjects; drawing 
enters, to some extent, into all the subjects, so does arithmetic. 
The pupil is led to realize this inter-relation and overlapping 
of the various fields of knowledge. In all the schoolsthe work 
in English, mathematics and history has been especially em- 
phasized. 

The kindergarten has increased in numbers. At the be- 
ginning of the year it contained some twenty children about 
five years of age who would, if no kindergarten had existed, 
probably have been enrolled in the first primary grade. 

The truth that mental activity seeks expression through 
physical action should be seized upon by the the educator and 
be made conversely the means of most successfully reaching 
and developing the child’s mental power; at least that power 
which is to direct his manual dexterity, his sense of propor- 
tion and his judgment of relations. The manual work of the 
kindergarten continued through the primary grades under the 
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term “drawing” and developing in the grammar grades into 
some simple form of sloyd (woodworking) would give excel- 
lent training for every day life, especially for the child who 
is to earn his bread by some form of manual labor. 

Secretary Hill of the State Board of Education, in an ad- 
dress upon “The Manual Training Idea” expresses himself as 
follows :— 

“And when one visits a great fair, like the Columbian, at 
Chicago, and notes the ingenious usefulness, the astonishing 
wealth, and the enchanting beauty of what the mind and the 
hand can conjointly do, the conviction is clinched that a 
scheme of education that does not directly provide for the 
training of the constructive and executive powers, nay, that 


may unfit the mind to receive it, is seriously defective. 
* * * * * * * * ¥* * 


“Manual training generalizes numerous occupations. It 
trains the boy in their common elements. It is intent on mak- 
ing the most of the boy on his executive side as well as on his 
reflective. Doing without thinking, thinking without doing, 
the one soulless and mercenary, the other barren and _ profit- 
less,—these are the Scylla and Charybdis on either of which 
one’s education may go to wreck. Nature puts the doing and 
thinking together; manual training aims to keep them togeth- 
er. Here are ideals that it becomes the public schools to heed, 
in part or in full as conditions warrant.” 

I should like to see the manual training idea extended to 
the upper grammar grades in our schools. It can be easily 
tried and at no great expense. Either one of the basement 
rooms of the new building on Dutcher street or the vacant 
room in the old building, could be adequately equipped for 
sloyd at a very moderate expenditure. The expense of a sec- 
ond year would be less than that of the first because the cost 
of equipment would not have to be again incurred. 

In closing, it gives me pleasure to express my thanks for 
the hearty co-operation and support of all those directly or in- 
directly associated in the school work.

REPORT OF THE TEACHER OF DRAWING. 


HE work of the past year in drawing has pro- 
gressed along the same lines as in the year 
preceding. It has been our aim to create 
higher ideals of execution. The children 
have gained in the ability to see and to express 
with different mediums what they have seen. 
In order that the power of observation 
should be awakened and developed, the work of the fall and 
winter terms was largely from nature and models. In 
the study of natural objects an effort has been made to re 
produce truthfully the facts of growth, form andcolor, also to 
make such arrangements as will best show a few simple laws 
of composition. In work from models the aim has been the 
ability to sketch quickly simple groups expressing correctly 
the perspective principles taught, and to render in an artistic 
manner. 

Excellence in execution is obtained from the mechanical 
work, and the ability to put knowledge to practical use is 
gained from design and construction of simple objects. The 
work in design brings out the originality of the child and 
trains the color sense. The best examples that can be obtained 
are studied and original designs made. 

Each grade has made a study of a few good pictures with 
short sketches of the artist’s life. The value of this work is 
best expressed by John C. Van Dyke when he says: “You 
must look at pictures studiously, earnestly, honestly. It will 
take you years before you come to a full appreciation of art; 
but when at last you have it, you will be possessed of one of 
the purest, loftiest, and most ennobling pleasures that the civ- 
ilized world can offer you.” 

The work of the high school has improved very much, 
and good work in charcoal, water color, design, projection, his- 
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toric ornament, and machine drawing will comprise the work 
of the year. 

I wish to thank the committee and superintendent for 
their generous support, the teachers for their hearty co-opera- 
tion.

REPORT OF THE TEACHER OF SINGING. 


VERY year the importance and uplifting 
influence of music is being recognized 
more and more. Music is, in fact, a lan- 
guage, and should be learned just as other 
languages are learned, by constant, ear- 
m nest study. 

Music in the Hopedale schools the past year has been on 
the same systematic plan as heretofore, but the work has 
gained in efficiency, and in the development and interest of the 
pupils. 

Individual singing has been required, with excellent re- 
sults. Particular attention has been given to sight-reading 
and time-value. The children have been encouraged to use 
pure, soft tones, and to sing easily and sweetly. 

Both pupils and teachers have a more definite understand- 
ing of the aim and requirements of the study, and the work 
has been a pleasure. 

Before great results can be obtained, however, there must . 
be months, yes, years of thorough drill in many points per- 
taining to music, namely, quality of tone, expression, enuncia- 
tion, and correct interpretation. 

The teachers have worked earnestly, achieving results 
that are most satisfactory, and I extend to them my apprecia- 
tion of their unfailing support and intelligent co-operation, 
and hope with their aid to accomplish still more the ensuing 
vear.

BRIEF EXTRACTS FROM EDUCATIONAL 
LAWS. 


1. All children between 7 and 14, unless sick, feeble- 
minded, at an approved private school, or otherwise instructed 
in branches required by law, to the satisfaction of the School 
Committee, must attend the public school during the entire 
time of each school year. Penalty to parent or guardian for 
failure in attendance for five days’ sessions within any period 
of six months, $20. 

2. No child under 14 shall be employed “in any factory, 
workshop, or mercantile establishment.” “No such child shall 
be employed in any work performed for wages or other com- 
pensation” during the hours when the public school is in ses- 
sion nor before six o’clock in the morning, nor after seven in 
the evening. 

3. Nochild under 16 shall be employed in any factory, 
workshop or mercantile establishment without a certificate 
from the Superintendent of Schools. He must present an em- 
ployment ticket from the person who wishes to employ him, 
on applying for a certificate. The father, if living and a resi- 
dent, must sign the certificate of age; if not, the mother; if 
neither, the guardian. 

4. Children between 14 and 16 must either attend school 
er be regularly employed. 

5. Children must be vaccinated before attending school, 
but a certificate from a regular physician, saying a child is an 
unfit subject for vaccination, allows attendance. 

No child can attend school from a household in which 
there is a case of smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet fever or measles, 
or from a household exposed to a contagion from a household 
as aforesaid. ‘T’'wo weeks after the death, removal or recovery 
of the patient in a case of the first three mentioned, or three 
days after in a case of measles, the child may return on pre- 
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sentation of a certificate from the attending physician or from 
the board of health. ’ 

6. “The last regular session prior to Memorial Day, ora 
portion thereof, shall be devoted to exercises of a patriotic na- 
ture.” 7 
7. A United States flag not less than four feet in length 
shall be displayed on the schoolhouse grounds or building 
every school day, when the weather will permit, and on the in- 
side of the schoolhouse on other school days. 

8. “A written excuse stating cause of absence, and signed 
by parent or guardian, must be presented by the pupil on his 
return to school. 

9. “Every child under fourteen years of age who persist- 
ently violates the reasonable regulations of the school which 
he attends, or otherwise persistently misbehaves therein, so as 
to render himself a fit subject for exclusion therefrom, upon 
complaint by a truant officer, and conviction thereof, may be 
committed, if a boy, at the discretion of the court, to a county 
truant school for a period not exceeding two years, or to the 
Lyman school for boys, and ifa girl, to the state industrial 

school for girls.”

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Sixteenth Annual Report of the Trustees of 
The Bancroft Memorial Library. 


The sixteenth annual report of the trustees of The Ban- 
croft Memorial Library is respectfully submitted, as follows:— 

At the last annual meeting $2500 and the proceeds of the 
dog tax were appropriated for the expenses of the year. Mr. 
Frank French was re-elected to serve on the board of trustees 
for three years. At the regular meeting of the board on April 
15, Mr. E. L. Osgood was chosen chairman, Mr. Frank French, 
secretary. 

By reference to the library statistics an increase in the 
circulation of 2026 volumes will be noted. This increase is in 
a large measure due to the second or non-fiction:card. <A care- 
ful record of books circulated on this card has been kept, and 
shows the number during the year to be 2208. 

The experiment of keeping the reading-room open on 
Sunday from 4 to 7 p. m. has been continued, the number of 
visitors registered being 349. The visit of each person aver- 
aged one hour in length. 

Of the money given by General William F. Draper, 
$97.36 has been expended this year. There is left the sum of 
$275.77, plus the interest, yet to be used. In all ninety-one 
volumes have been purchased with this money, forty-one be- 
ing the number this past year. 

The extra appropriation received this year has been wholly 
used in the purchase of fittings for the building to add to the 
general comfort of patrons. Screens have been placed in all 
windows not screened last year, awnings purchased for use 
over eleven windows, and storm windows placed on the read- 
ing-room and west side of the stack- room. 

In July the library became a member of the Library Art 
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Club, which is a society formed of some eighty libraries and 
educational institutions. This society purchases each year a 
number of sets of photographs, which are chosen by experts 
and carefully arranged, and these, together with loaned ex- 
hibits, are circulated among the libraries belonging to the 
club. We have had three exhibits: Youth’s Companion origi- 
nal drawings; English Parish Churches, and the Helman- 
Taylor prints. These exhibitions have seemingly proved of 
much interest to the people of the town. 

By the resignation of Miss Ross and Mrs. Fiske, it became 
necessary to appoint others in their places. Mrs. Davis and 
Miss Day were chosen by the board of trustees at their next 
regular meeting to become the new assistants of the library. 

At the meeting of the trustees in September Miss Sorn- 
borger was elected clerk of the board, as it was thought that 
the records, correspondence, and clerical work as a whole 
could be more easily attended to in this way. 

The gifts of the year show a considerable increase in 
number over those of previous years, and reflect a special in- 
terest on the part of our private citizens in their beautiful new 
building. Six valuable books, four volumes of the American 
Architect and Building News and two of the Georgian Period 
of Architecture in the United States, have been given by Mr. F. 
J. Dutcher. Mr. and Mrs. Winsor of Fairhaven presented the 
library with a terrestrial globe for the reference-room. The 
framed photograph by William Strutt, “A little child shall 
lead them,” which has been’‘hung in the trustees’ room, is the 
_ gift of Mr. and Mrs. Bracken. Mr. and Mrs. Charles M. Day 
have given the bronze by Bouchon, “Science et progrés,” 
which has been placed over the fireplace in the trustees’ room. 
The cast which has been placed over the door leading to the 
librarian’s room is the gift of Mrs. F. E. Colburn. 

One member of the board will have to be elected, as the 
term of Miss A. M. Bancroft expires. We recommend the 
appropriation of $2300 and the dog tax for the year 1902.
